He Takes an Enrly Bide Through the 


Valley, 


Secretary James Wilson, head of the 


Agricultural Department at Washing- 
ton, made Truckee Valley a short visit 
between trains. The limited time at 
the disposal of the gentleman pre- 
cluded any extended personal observa- 
tions of the 
valley's agricultural 


wealth and resources. 
Daring the 


short time he was in the valley he 
manifested much interest in the agri- 
cultural welfare of the State, and 
seemed- to acquire by intuition a 
knowledge of tho natural capacity of 
tha soil in the State to produce wealth 
in farm products. 


At an early hour yesterday morning 


a committee of citizens of Washoe 
county, consisting of Allen C. Bragg 
of the Gazette, Prof. McDowell of the 
Nevada Experiment Station, Hon. B. 
L. Fulton, John Sparks, Bobert Parry 
and W. Webster called, according to 
previous arrangement, at the private 
car of the Secretary and took in charge 
the government's chief representative 
in matters agricultural. A short drive 
was made over a part of the valley to 
provide an opportunity for personal 
observation by Mr. Wilson of the 
alfalfa and wheat fields near Eeno. 
When tha party came in sight of the 
nearest alfalfa field, the food and fat 
producing properties of alfalfa were 
presented and discussed by Mr. Wilson 
in such a learned and familiar way 
that the writer was almost persuaded 
that the Secretary had been brought! 
up in an alfi !fa field studying the 
plant. 


Mr. Parry, \,ho had the team in 


hand, pulled up and called "wo-ha" at 
the Hereford cattle ranch of Mr. 
Sparks, and an inspection was made 
by Mr. Wilson *. I the Sparks herd of 
Herefords. Aftur an examination had 
been made and upon a review of the 
herd, the Secretary began to explain 
points and by comparison show differ- 
ences in the animals in a manner that 
led this scribe to conclude that he had 
been raised in a cattle corral studying 
Herefords. 
He remarked, when he 


had concluded a survey of an im- 
ported bull, that Mr, Sparks could 
improve the cattle product of the 
world more by exporting than by im- 
porting Herefords. 


The Secretary is without question the 


right man in the right place. His ob- 
servation of conditions and things is 
remarkable and his judgment is ready 
and clear upon matters that claim his 
attention. The strong common sense 
of the honorable gentleman caused a 
qusrry to arise in the mind of one of 
the committee which is stated in the 
conundrum: How did it come to be, 
and why is it so, that a man of Secre- 
tary Wilson's ability, natural and ac- 
quired, is a Republican? 


When the review of the cattle was 


closed, watches were consulted, which 
told the time to return to Beno had 
come. While returning to Beno cer- 
tain malibiouply inclined Bepublican 
members of the committee chaffed a 
bashful Democrat member until he 
wilted like a California wheat field in 
a north wind. Mr. Wilson, observing 
t h e Democrat's embarrassment, came 
promptly to his relief by stating that 
ho knew nothing about politics, which 
lack of knowledge about matters polit- 
ical may explain the cause that made 
him a Bepnblican. 


Iu the person of Secretary Wilson 


there is a model, educated farmer who 
clearly and fully outlines the farmer, 
scholar, gentleman and statesman. 


Upon the arrival of yesterday mom- 


ing's east-bound train the private car 
of the Secretary was attached to tho 
train and he departed from Reno, 
accompanied by State Senator Ernst 
nnd II, L. Fulton.

Yesterday morning a boy came in
